Gaza-lsrael fighting continues 
amid taiks of dipiomacy, war 


D GAZA CiTY Warplanes, drones and rockets criss- 
crossed the sky over Gaza for a sixth day Monday 
as Israel pressed its air offensive against Hamas, whose 
leader vowed continued resistance against what he called 
a “criminal enemy” 

“We do not want escalation, nor do we call for a ground 
war,” Khaled Meshaal of Hamas said. “But we are not afraid 
of it, nor will we back down.” 

In Israel, air-raid sirens wailed all day long and troops 
shepherded residents into bomb shelters as rockets fired 
from Gaza arced overhead. In densely populated Gaza 
City, where rockets are launched and suspected militants 
live among civilians, smoke and fire poured from buildings 
that had been struck by Israeli warplanes or drones. 

As the casualties and damage have mounted, so too have 
efforts to find a diplomatic solution, even as the war of 
words persists in earnest. 

Diplomats hopscotched around the region, including 
U.N. Secretary-General Ban Ki-moon. He arrived in Cairo 
on Monday night, hours after Egypt’s intelligence chief 
gave an Israeli delegation a letter from Hamas outlining its 
conditions for a cease-fire. 

Israel has signaled it is open to such a scenario, but only 
if Gaza militants halt their rocket attacks. 

“They can stop any suffering in one second,” Israeli Pres- 
ident Shimon Peres said. “Stop shooting and that’s it.” 

But Palestinian parliament member Mustafa Barghouti 
said Israel is to blame. 

“There is room, in my opinion, for an agreement,” Barg- 
houti said. “... The problem is that Israel is using the bom- 
bardment of civilians and the killing of children as a tool of 
negotiations.”

cords, but this isn’t depress- 
ing-it’s what pop stars are supposed to do! It’s actually pretty 
great that there’s still music we can all gather around even 
as music fans splinter into increasingly narrow niches online. 

You may not like “We Found Love,” but at least you can sing it 
or dance to it at parties, which is more than can be said for the 
weird, mystical stuff in Zeppelin songs. (Not that they were going 
for dance party music, but you get the idea.)

If you’re not following Rihanna on Instagram, you’re 
missing out not only on a fantastic experience but 
the ability to be a day ahead of the gossip sites.

Pictures of her using her bodyguard’s bald head 
to roll drugs at Coachella this past spring, or, more

ALBUM REVIEW

FOR REDEYE 
Rihanna’s new 
album, “Unapolo- 
getic,” her best since 
“Good Girl Gone 
Bad” and maybe her 
best ever, finds the 
singer conflicted. 

She explores both 
tragic love and her 
general badassness 
in a way that hints at 
some interior reality 

(This vulnerability and the power of hope 
in a place fractured by love, contrasts with 
the impregnable ice fortress of pop stardom 
Rihanna has built around herself) With that 
mission in mind, the singer’s A-team of col- 
laborators offers a varied range of ideas that 
Rihanna handles skillfully 

As an artist with malleable talent and a 
history of jumping between genres, Rihanna 
is comfortable throwing excessive cascades 
of any sound resembling pop at her listen- 
ers. Where some might see something like a 



dubstep interpolation of Ginuwine’s “Pony” 
with an Auto-Tuned Kanye verse as a sign of 
hopelessly cynical excess, an optimist might 
applaud the absurd envelope-pushing of the 
undertaking. If Rihanna asks you to ride her 
dubstep pony I’m of the opinion that you 
hop on that wobbly steed. 

Sure, you may have to put up with the 


occasional unwanted stop-and-frisk from 
the “butt police” that Eminem invokes in 
his supremely stupid verse. What you get, 
though, other than the requisite David 
Guetta interlude, is a weird and challenging 
album. Songs like “Phresh Out The Runway” 
and “Pour It Up” pick up the mantle of the 
Timbaland-produced late ’90s swaggering, 
futuristic minimalism, while lead single “Dia- 
monds” taps into and trumps the new-agey 
melodrama of Rihanna’s British peers like 
Florence + Machine. Future collaboration 
“Foveeeeeee Song” floats to a transcendent 
perch on the rapper/singer’s Auto-Tined 
croak, and “Fove Without Tragedy/Mother 
Mary” is a reminder of Rihanna’s talent for 
fragile ballads. Even the gossip-trolling Chris 
Brown feature “Nobody’s Business” works 
surprisingly well. 

As its title suggests, this album is both 
a concession from Rihanna and an open 
dismissal of her critics. Embracing pop and 
R&B’s unusual edges, our heroine remains 
indestructible.

Most people serving 
high school suspen- 
sions use the extra 
time to ponder the 
consequences of their 
actions. Chance the 
Rapper used it to 
launch a music career. 

The young MC, born Chancelor Bennett 19 
years ago, started work on his debut mixtape, 
“10 Day” after getting busted smoking pot at 
Jones College Prep. In the months since the 
album’s April release, Chance’s fortunes have 


improved considerably The rapper has al- 
ready toured with Childish Gambino and ris- 
ing locals Kids These Days, and this week he 
headlines his first show at Metro. In addition, 
he recently wrapped up his sophomore mix- 
tape, ‘Acid Rap,” which he expects to release 
early in 2013. 

In a recent phone interview, the West Cha- 
tham native opened up about life on the South 
Side, the inspiration behind his latest mixtape 
and his growing big-screen ambitions. 

You started work on *iO Day” after getting 
busted with weed. Does the title **Acid Rap” 
mean you’ve moved on to other mind-alter- 
ing substances? 

It’s not really just about mind-altering chemi- 
cals. It’s about mind expansion, period. Acid 
can open your mind and put you in a differ- 


ent place and make you ask a lot of questions, 
and the ‘Acid Rap” tape does the same thing. 
It’s me experimenting with a lot of different 
sounds ... and just trying new things. 

How severely did your parents punish you 
after you got suspended? 

I was in mad trouble. When I got suspended 
for smoking, I didn’t just get suspended— I 
got arrested. It was right around the time of 
finals, so I failed half of my second-semester 
classes and had to go to summer school. So 
there was a bunch of [bleep] going on. But I 
definitely got punished by my parents. Every 
day I was on suspension I had to go to my 
pop’s job and just post up there all day help- 
ing him out with email or whatever. 

You grew up down the street from where 
Derrick Rose went to high school. How many 
points do you think you could drop on him in 
a game of 21? 


Probably 21. Naw, I can’t say I’d beat Derrick 
Rose in a game of basketball. D-Rose is 
tough. I don’t want to say this in a lame way, 
but D-Rose is one of my heroes. His whole 
story and background and what he’s done for 
communities in Chicago is super inspiring. 

Obviously a lot has been written about the 
epidemic of violence on the South Side. Is 
that something that has touched your life in 
any way? 

Oh, for sure. I’m a young black kid in Chi- 
cago, and it’s something every black teenager 
knows something about. I have friends that 
were killed, or even friends of family that 
passed away specifically from gun violence. 

Yet your music is generally upbeat. 

I just don’t talk about it [in my music}. I’ve 
mentioned it when it was something close to 
my life. One of my good friends growing up 
passed away last August. Me and a few of the

What it is: An app that helps 
you pack by providing custom- 
izable lists ranging from Pre- 
Trip tasks (including lodging reservations and 
preparing medical prescriptions) to Essentials 
(from a passport to plane tickets), Clothes, 
Accessories, Toiletries, Medical/Health equip- 
ment and Gadgets. The app also syncs with 
iCIoud, allowing users and family members to 
share lists on multiple iOS devices. 

How it works: Launch the app and create a 
new list for a new trip or modify one previously 
created. 

Why it*s great: This was a hard app for us to test 
because we are packing-challenged. The very 
notion of creating a packing list seemed daunt- 
ing, so rather than create a list from scratch, we 
chose to modify one of the app’s lists. We added 
“cleaning the cat’s water dish and cleaning the 
litter box” to a Pre-trip To-Do list and customized 
the Clothes list based on destination. Packing 
Pro includes lists for accessories, toiletries, medi- 
cal gear and gadgets. After creating a list for a 
domestic trip, we were able to pack in about half 
an hour. Though our folding skills remain lacking, 
this app organizes thoughts to make packing a 
breeze rather than a chore. 

Why you might hesitate: You want to remain a 
Neanderthal packer like we were.

The cafe had outdoor seating and 
great food at a fraction of the prices at 
the Intercontinental. At home, we can 
discover deals in restaurants or at Whole 
Foods. In Miami, we discovered multiple 
check-ins could lead to a souvenir from 
the Bakehouse Arts Complex. 

Why you might hesitate: You abhor 
social media. Traveling has shown us the 
value of social media for quick, reliable 
information. The way restaurants come 
and go, a guidebook can have out-of- 
date info before it hits the bookshelves, 
a Nook or a Kindle, tribune
